Leningrad, center of the prole- 
‘tarian struggle in )917, had been 
under siege for three months. The 
|Nazis, in their swift advance, had 
seized Tikhvin, railroad junction 
and control point for the shipment 
'of goods by rail from the north. 
| Planes already had tackled the 
job of getting food and other sup- 
plies into the beleaguered city; and 
in the summer months still far 
away there would be meager lots 
of fish from the lake, garden stuffs 
raised within the siege limits and 
other vegetables and fruits smug- 
gied in at night by guerrillas 
through the German lines. 

Starvation, D-sease. 

Death from starvation, wounds 
and disease and the evacuation of 
thousands of children and some 
‘adults were to reduce the city’s 
population of 3,000,000 by half. 

But on the night of November 
16, 1941, no one could foresee what 
would happen. Through the long 
17 months of the siege stories fil- 
tered through to the Russian war 
relief here, and now that the siege 
‘has been lifted some of them are 
‘being told. 
| None is more typical of the Rus- 
sian spirit of resistance and in- 
i'genuity than the building of the 
'great ice highway across Lake 
| Ladoga. 
| The men wore padded winter 
‘clothes and warm gauntlets and 
carried pistols and tommyguns. On 
a sled fitted with wide wooden 
‘runners they had set up a marine 
| Compass and on another they car- 
ried a pile of wooden road signs.

Governor Arnall on Wednesday returned 350 
applications for clemency, for prisoners in the 
state, to the State Prison and Parole Board. 
Without action. 

“No Governor ought to turn criminals out 
on the public without giving their cases proper 
study,” he asserted. He then pointed out that 
to give any case “proper study” would require 
at least a day or two. Which would involve 
devoting the first two years of his adminis- 
tration to these 350 cases alone, entirely aban- 
doning any other executive duty. Which is 
absurd. 

So, even in statutory releases upon comple- 
tion of minimum sentence, which, under pres- 
ent law, require executive approval, the 350 
will have to await legislative creation of a new 
parole commission. 

The attitude of Governor Arnall is refresh- 
ingly sincere. ¢ 

There is no hypocritical catering to farm 
labor shortage as excuse for wholesale release 
of convicts. There is no wholesale opening of 
prison doors for either secret or ostensible 
reason. 

He simply points out the utter impossibility 
of sincere compliance with the law on par- 
dons and paroles as it now stands and re- 
fuses to be party to what could only be a 
farcical game of chance with men’s freedom 
and the safety of the public as the stakes. 


The law on paroles and pardons in Georgia 
must be changed. A new commission to pass 
upon them must be created. It would be wise 
if, in creating such a commission, it be required 
to base all paroles solely on the probability of 
the paroled man making a good citizen. The 
issue of guilt should be exclusively in the hands 
of the trial jury and the severity of punish- 
ment the sole prerogative of the trial judge. 

The parole commission should be concerned 
only with the prison record of the applicant 
for freedom and his opportunity for con- 
structive, law-abiding life after his release.

Chile Joins 

Chile, the country that searched its soul 
and found an answer, has joined the ranks of 
the United Nations. 

The land that stretches down half a con- 
tinent from the Andes moved slowly, but in- 
evitably, along the path to full membership in 
the free community of nations. It is note- 
worthy that the United States has, during the 
transitional period, afforded every co-operation 
to the government and people of Chile, in 
contradistinction to the cold shoulder given 
Argentina, which now remains the sole South 
American country nestling under a raveling 
cloak of neutrality. 

Chile, although having a large segment of 
citizens of almost pure Germanic extraction, 
is one of the most democratic countries of the 
world. In other words, the great majority of 
the people are intensely democratic, although 
from time to time Fascistic groups appear on 
the scene. These groups generally are found 
to be supported by the large landowners, still 
Struggling to maintain their feudal empires, 
and by the Germanic elements. 

The government of Chile moved cautiously 
in breaking off relations with the Axis, chiefly 
to prepare for the attacks which probably will 
be made against her very vulnerable coast line. 
It was fear of these attacks more than any- 
thing else that delayed Chile's action. Now that 
the die has been cast, it is probable Chile will 
be ready to defend itself. It is not improbable 
Japan and possibly Germany, will attempt sub- 
marine action directly against Chile. One can 
only assume that Chile and the United States 
are prepared for this threat.

Protection, Not Imposition 

Prentiss M. Brown, new chief of the Office 
of Price Administration, has set forth that the 
keynote of that governmental agency, under 
his direction, will be, “not imposition, but pro- 
tection of the public.” He hinted at possible 
relaxation in gasoline rationing for next sum- 
mer, indicated there would be better fuel oil 
supply for next winter, etc. 

The new administrator, however, made no 
promises. He would relax the severity of ration- 
ing if it could be done without imperiling the 
war effort. Otherwise, there would be no easing 
of the rules. 

Brown's attitude is in no wise criticism of 
the record of his predgcessor, Leon Henderson. 
A majority of Americans realize Henderson was 
in a difficult spot, that he was certain ‘o be 
target of much criticism, inspired either by 
political expediency or by individual selfishness. 
Brown will probably face the same sort of thing. 
It is a concomitant of the job. 

Yet the simple truth remains there is no 
more important position in the entire war set- 
up, there are no decisions to be made by any 
agency of the war government which have more 
crucial bearing upon the outcome of the strug- 
gle. | 

“I think the President put me here,” said 
Brown on his first day in the new job, “for 
the purpose of making plain to the people why 
we do the things we do here.” 

That is good. Lack of understanding has 
been at the root of much of the public com- 
plaint against rationing. But we must all re- 
member that explanation, in time of war, can 
go only so far. There are situations and condi- 
tions which cannot be explained because to 
do so would furnish vital information to the 
enemy. ! 

Those of us who cannot understand this 
basic truth are not fit to march with the rest 
of the nation as loyal citizens enlisted in the 
all-out war.

A Georgian Comes Home 

M. Neil Andrews, native of Walker county, 
Georgia, was sworn in on Wednesday as the 
new United States attorney for the northern 
district of Georgia.

Andrews has spent the recent years in Wash- 
ington where he served, in 193f and 1939, as 
chief trial counsel for the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission.

Judge Marcus W. Beck 

One of the most distinguished jurists Geor- 
gia of later years has known was Judge Marcus 
Wayland Beck, who died yesterday in his 82nd 
year. 

Judge Beck served on the state supreme 
court for 32 years, retiring because of ill health 
in 1937. After retirement, he was given the 
title of “associate justice emeritus.”

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
FAILURE OF “INTUITION” WASHINGTON, Jan. 21—The 


feminine intuitiveness which 
prompted Hitler to take over the personal command of German 
forces in the face of threatened disaster last winter, has now paid 
off one of its most inglorious and devastating dividends. 

After the latest event at Stalingrad, just 
certified by the Russians, there is little reason 
to believe that the German people henceforth 
will be impressed with the Fuehrer’s intuitions. 

It was during the Russian winter campaign 
early last year that Hitler, after ousting Gen- 
eral von Brauchitsh, explained to the German 
people that he was-acting on his own intuition 
in personally taking over the military com- 
mand. Thus the great military genius, whe never 
rose above the rank of corporal in World War 
No. 1, was elevated to the stature of field mar- 
shal with a stroke of the hand—his own hand. 

Hitler has not said so, but we may well 
assume that it was the.same intuition that 

. caused him to disregard the advice of his gen- 
erals and insist on the taking of Stalingrad. 

How disastrous was that decision we now 
know from the extraordinary communique ts- 
sued by the Russians over the weekend. Out 

of an original force of some 220,000 Germans cut off in the Stalin- 
rad salient, the Russians have now killed or captured 140,000. 

ly 70,000 or 80,000 remain.- These are aoomed to utter extermi- 
nation. They are being systematically annihilated. 


REFUSE TO SURRENDER £Relusing to surrender, in the 


hope of relief, the freezing and 
starving remnants of this once proud army are dying off at the 
rate of 1,500 daily, not counting those the Russians are killing. 

The German disaster at Stalingrad promises to equal Na- 
poleon’s retreat from Moscow. 

All because Hitler trusted his own judgment more than the 
professional astuteness of his generals. They wanted to bypass 
the Volga city in their drive south and east. The Fuehrer’s in- 
superable ego forced him to consider that his prestige demanded 
the capture of the city. 

Even after the Russians shced through Nazi lines behind Stalin- 
grad and began to ring the city, Hitler would not order a retreat. 
He might have saved the bulk of the army then. But his pride 
or. his ego—or intuition—would not let him take the precaution 
that any seasoned general would have ordered under the circum- 
stances. 

FORCES DOOMED As.84 result the encircled Stalingrad forces 
are doomed. The front lines are now 100 
miles to the rear of the basieged German troops. 

Whatever may be the reaction of the German people to Hitler's 
Severe loss of face, there can be no doubt that his high command 
will refuse tonger to give him their confidence in matters of a 
strict military nature. Their present stock in his intuition is abso- 
lutely nil. 

Competent military observers are convinced, in fact, that Hit- 
ler’s stock has dropped so low among his generals and the rank 
and file of German officers on the Russian front that they would 
do more than protest if he tried to override their professional de- 
cisions again. The Stalingrad blunder is believed to have stirred 
up the friction that has long existed between the professional mili- 
tary caste and Hitler. 

No one believes at the moment that this friction has reached 
the point where the commanders of the army in the Reich may 
revolt, but it is a possibility not to be overlooked in the future.

grad, it is no consolation to hear the Hitler-inspired broadcast 
which recently went out from Berlin to the German troops in 
Russia, preaching a death-and-duty sermon. They could not have 
been impressed with the statement that: “The Fuehrer knows the 
position and he will cope with it. It is our job to obey.” 

Stalingrad was the rock that stemmed the tide of German con- 
quest in. Russia during the past year. Had Hitler followed the 
advice of his generals and bypassed it, instead of wasting his forces 
on its ramparts, no one can tell how far his army might have 
penetrated the oil-laden Caucasus or how solidly he might have 
entrenched himself on the steppes beyond the Volga. 

But he yielded to his pride by dallying. His ego made him 
demand that Stalingrad be taken. His failure now looms so mo- 
mentous that it may well mark one of the most important mile- 
stones on his inevitable road to ruin.

There is none stronger for the system of free enterprise than I.

Private companies could not finance it and maintain profits. 
They were not to blame. No one was to blame—except visionless 
past governments. 

Therefore, the government came along and aided the private 
companies in extending lines and power. I simply cannot conceive 
of an argument against it. Private companies and the government 
worked together. Except where TVA supplies the power, and tha 
is in a limited area, private companies sell the power to the REA 
lines. 

The REA co-operatives are handling their own business and 
are paying out. More than $8,000,000 of indebtedness has been 
paid ahead of time and thére is less than 1 per cent rated as 
delinquent. 

Ask the farm people, who have had some of the tremendous 
labor and drudgery of the farm work lifted off their backs by 
electricity, what they think of it.

Overtime Only 


By GEORGE GALLUP. 
Director, American institute of 
Public Opinion 


PRINCETON, N. J.. Jan. 231.— 
Senator Reed's bill in the senate 
'which proposes that overtime pay 
In industry begin after 48 jours 
of work per week, coincides close- 
ly with the thinking of the Amer- 
ican public on the subject. 

In pushing his bill, Senator 
Reed has declared that no real 
solution to the man power prob- 
rlem can. be reached until the 


country is on a work week of not | 
less than 48 hours. Under present | 
‘law overtime pay starts after 40} 
|hours, and it is claimed that this | 
system abnormally shortens the| 
work week because it encourages | 


employers to keep work shifts as 
close to 40 hours as possible. 
The reaction of public opinion 


'as a whole is favorable to the idea 
| of starting overtime after 48 hours. | 
|'In fact, one surprising aspect of | 
‘the situation is that fewer than} 
one-third of the population now | 
'approves the basic 40-hour system 
' which went into effect during the | 
'depression years. The approval 
comes mainly from workers in 


war industries. 


The sentiment of the general | 
public was tested by the Institute | 
| on the following issue: | 


“How long do you think people 


in war factories should work be-| 
fore time and a half pay for over-

The average of all replies comes 


to 48 hours. 
In details the results are as fol- 
| lows: 
40 hours 29% 
41-47 hours 4 
48 hours 30 
49.59 hours 5 
60 hours or more 5 
No overtime pay at all 23

Median 48 hours 


It will be noted that the num- | 


ber who favor the 40-hour system 
is nearly offset by the number 
who think no overtime should be 
paid at all 

The main problem in any 


change in the overtime pay system 


is the opposition of war workers 
Their attitude is clear. They 


-are, for the most part, willing to 
‘accept an increase in the length 


of the work week. A majority— 
79 per cent in a recent survey 
say they are willing to work at 


‘least 48 hours. But they are not 
‘willing to accept a change in the 


system of overtime pay. batt 
want it to start at 40 hours.

Dr. Smith Would Like. 
To See ‘Information,’ 


‘Quiz Kids’ Teamed. 


By AL SHARP. 

Dr. T. V. Smith is eager, like 
many other folks, to see what 
would happen if “Information 
Please” and ‘The Quiz Kids” ever 
squared off for a verbal powwow. 

Having appeared on both pro- 
grams, the University of Chicago 
teacher of philosophy believes that 
the adult “Informationers” and 
“The Children Who Know Most of 
the Answers” would come close 
to a draw. 

The only difference, he thinks, 
lies in the fact that some of the 
questions presented the adults call 
for “more mature minds.” How- 
ever, on the general run of ques- 
Dr. Smith said he thought 
the kids would stick in there 
pitching on equal terms.

MY D AY. Should Voting Age 


Be Lowered? 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


NEW YORK CITY, Wednesday.—I am most grateful to the 
people and officials of Canada for their kind welcome in Montreal. 
We had a rather busy day yesterday, but a very pleasant and most 

interesting one. A press conference had been 
arranged for me and then I paid a courtesy call 
on the mayor and attended a fairly large 
luncheon. 

In the afternoon I was taken through one 
of the war plants which employs a consider- 
able number of women. It is quite evident that 
the women of Canada are meeting their chal- 
lenge in the same way the women are in the 
United States. Since Canada is part of the 
British Empire, and many Canadian families 
travel back and forth to England and are close- 
ly tied to relatives in Great Britain, one feels 

, tae the reality of the war more poignantly here 
than in the United States. 

One occasionally feels this tie even in the United States. For 
instance, I felt that I had stepped into a church club in Scotland 
the other night when I went to a USO club called “The Thistle.” 
Open to British sailors and merchant marine men, as well as to 
our own men in the services, I found that the women acting as 
hostesses were al! Scotch, with good Scotch accents whieh had not 
worn off with their years in the United States, 

That same thing might happen anywhere in Canada. I am sure 
they would sing “Auld Lang Syne” with as much feeling as they 
sang it for me in this little club in New York City the other night. 

After the great evening meeting in the interest of Russian War 
Relief, at which Mr. Mackenzie King and the people responded 
generously to the appeals made, we caught the train and arrived 
in New York City this morning. We shall proceed to Washington 
in the course of a few hours. 

I have noticed lately a number of articles in the papers, and 
even some cartoons on the subject, as to whether we should lower 
the voting age, since we have lowered the draft age. This question 
has been academically discussed for some time, but now it becomes 
more than an academic question. 

If young men of 18 and 19 are old enough to be trained to 
fight their country’s battles and to proceed from training to the 
battlefields, I think we must accept the fact that they are also old 
enough to know why we fight this war. If that is so, then they 
are old enough to take part in the political life of their country 
and to be full citizens with voting powers.

Make it the most 
charming, most informative, m 
truly feminine part.

Consistency is one of the most 
important things you have to fol- 
low in your letter writing.

Do avoid at all times the state- 
ment that you are having such a 
riotous good time back home that 
of course you can’t find time to 
write. It brands you as callous, 
shallow.

Atlanta Fighter, Who Was All Square W ith Famous 
‘W. L.’ After 6 Bouts, Dies Here.

Perhaps Judson Bundick and W. L. (Young) Stribling stand o 
the far side of River Sharon today, and perhaps they smile as they 
talk of bygone days and the classic boxing shows they put on for 
lovers of the flying leather some 20 years ago. For Judson Bundick, 
one of the few men in the world who could stand toe to toe with the 
immortal “Strib” and slug it out on even terms, lost his last fight— 
his fight for life—Wednesday night here.

The first year of rent control 
has shown significant increases 
over pre-war years in the net oper- 
ating income of landlords in 13) 
typical war center cities—includ- | 
ing Macon, Mobile, Alabama and / 
Norfolk, Va.—Ivan D. Carson, di-| 
rector of operations of the OPA) 
rent division in Washington, yes- | 
terday told more than 100 rent 
officials from the eight southeast- 
ern states, who are meeting here. | 


A special survey conducted by 
the rent division of OPA shows 
an estimated increase of 9.5 per 
cent in actual rent income. from 
apartments in these 13 cities, for 
the first year of rent control, as 
compared. with 1939. This in- 
crease in landlords’ incomes has 
taken place despite the “roll back” 
in rents to 1941 levels required 
by the maximum rent regulation, 
Carson indicated.
